ROBERT HOLT, ALIAS CLAXTON,
CONFE88ES ROBBING

GOVERNMENT.

PRISONER BLAMES A WOMAN

Day She Threatened to Tell Pol'eo
or Robbery After They Qua-

rreledArrived In United
States Last March.

Oakland, Cal Uobort Holt, alias
Claxton, surrendered to the Oakland
pollen and confessed hn hnd stolen
$75,000 from tlio Australian govern-
ment whllo employed as a cltrk with
tho Itoyal Australian artillery nt Syd-
ney, New South Wales.

Holt said ho took $25,000 from :i
safe nnd later stolo and cashed a
drnft for $50,000.

Holt said the thefts woro commit-
ted lato last February, soon nfter ho
became attached to battery No. 1 of
tho royal nrtlllery.

Tho first theft, hn said, was not
traced to him, and It was only a fow
days later that ho found nn opportu-
nity to steal the draft, to which, he
satd, ho forged tho name of u quar-
termaster. He sailed for San Fran-
cisco early In Mnrcli.

Blames Woman,
Hose Miller, a woman whom Holt

had known In Sydney, was rcuponsl-bl- e

for his surrender, according to
his story to the police.

"I met the woman on the street In
Sun Francisco several days a?o,"naid
Holt. "Sho knew of my taking tha
money nnd I am sure followed mo to
tho United States. Wo had a disa-
greement and sho threatened to In-

form tho police.
"I know It would be only n ques-

tion of tlmo until sho would do so,
and I decided, whllo In Oakland, to
go to th nearest police station and
tell my story."
